Sister Parishes 

In the mid-1990's, OLBH established a Sister Parish relationship 
with St. Bernard, McLaughlin and its missions in the northeast corner of 
the diocese. The missions are: St. Bonaventure, McIntosh; St. Michael, 
Watauga; St. Aloysius, Bullhead; Assumption of the Blessed Virgin Mary, 
Kenel; St. Bede, Wakpala. The parishes are on the Standing Rock Indian 
Reservation in Corson County. Currently, Fr. Ron Garry and Fr. John 
Lule are serving in Corson County. 

Over the years, people from OLBH have been involved in service 
projects, vacation Bible schools, and visitations. This parish also donates 
funds. Even when OLBH was in debt because of the church renovation, 
this parish was still contributing to the parishes in Corson County. 
Currently, OLBH donates $625/mo. or $7,500/year to the northeast 
missions. The monies help with general expenses like the priests' 
salaries, insurance, etc. Without this assistance it would be impossible for 
the rural parishes to stay afloat financially. 

Recently, we formed a "Sister Parish Committee" and some 
members visited the sister parishes last weekend. I invited Mary Policky 
to write about their visit. Her response is below. If you are interested in 
being a part of this committee, please contact Mary.

Rock Indian Reservation in Corson County. We covered a lot of ground 
in 2 days—attending a pow-wow in Wakpala, where Joni and Pam 
bravely joined a women's team of tug of war. They were outweighed so 
they had only sore muscles to show for it, but we had fun cheering them 
on. 

We attended Mass at Wakpala, McLaughlin, Bullhead and 
Kenel; McLaughlin and McIntosh parishes served us lunch. We really 
enjoyed meeting people from every parish and hope to see them when 
we go back. 

I can see how hard it must be to minister 6 parishes. We thank Father 
John and Father Ron for making sure we made the most of this trip and 
praying with us. The drive was so beautiful, I have never seen such huge 
fields of corn, wheat, and pasture land; I never did see corn so thick and 
tall, all in all it was an amazing trip. 

We did meet many inspirational people so I feel we will grow in our 
faith as we pray and work with our Sister parish. I am looking forward 
to the next trip.
